Sixteen thoroughbreds, including 
Roguish Eye and Karl 
Kitel, sold for a sum total of $1,810 
when the estate of John J. Coughlin

Jockeys Are Not Necessarily 
Good Horsemen In Spite Of 
Their Ability To Win Races 


BY J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


The day before Thirsk Races, I 
went to Mr. Jack Ormston’s at Hut- 
ton Magna, near Richmond Town 
to see a young Cleveland Bay stal- 
lion he has running out on his farm 
Mr. Marsden Drury, a member of the 
Stockton Race Committee, went with 
me and the journey took us past the 
Zetland Hunt kennels and into the 
heart of that country in which I 
hear good sport is being enjoyed 
Mr. Ormston up to a couple of years 
ago was famed in this country, in 
U. S. A., and Australia as a ‘speed 
ace’ dirt track rider, which excite 
ment he varied occasionally by put 
ting on a silk jacket and riding over 
fences as an amateur jockey. He has 
had a few blood ’uns in training and 
now that he has entirely retired from 
the dirt-track (he says that is es 
sentially a game for young men), the 
racecourse, the hunting field and 
his farm have first place in his af 
fections. The Cleveland Bay colt I 
had gone to see was running out in 
good company with another young 
colt by Lightning Artist. The latter 
struck me as being able to walk 
about as fast aS some _ horse can 
trot. He has 
to the ground. Mr. Ormston’s pad

docks (like those of many others) 
were bare so that the big thorough- 


bred rather dwarfed the yearling 


Cleveland colt) which I had not 
seen for exactly a vear and which 
I wa inspecting with a view 
to purehase for America Young 
horses, like young children, must be 


‘well done’ to grow into bone and 
substance and Mr. Ormston bemoan 
ed (as many more are doing) that 
he cannot do as he would like with 
regard to feeding his horses. I do 


not know any breed of horse which 


alters so much for the better after 
the yearling days than Clevelands 
which as youngsters, often look as 
though they would never grow into 


anything. In this connection T heard 
the othe day of a Yorkshire 
thoroughbred stud at which the 


yearlings all step with the high act 


ion of show hackney It is said they 
have contracted this knee action 
(‘snap hackney men call it) owing 


to stepping over multitudes of thist 
les in their paddocks in search of a 
bite of grass growing round them 
The owner says he cannot sell his 
young stock and that they will have 


to find for themselves as best they 


can amongst the thistles which he 


can’t get men to cut down. Young 
thoroughbreds cannot thrive in the 
open during wintry weather, but as 
so many breeders have not got rid 
of their yearlings and have other 
young stock coming on they are faced 
with a problem which in the war con 
dition is almost beyond the wit of 
man to solve 
Reverting to Cleveland Bays, a 
lorrespondent asks me if they were 
ver much used in the county of Dur 
nam Nearly a century and a half 
ago a “General View of the Agricul- 
ture of Durham” was compiled at the 
request of the Board of Agriculture, 
and in it I find the following 

The South East part of the county 
and the opposite parts of Yorks have 
long been famed for a valuable breed 
of horses for the draught, known un 


der the appellation of Cleveland 


Bays, which are the original stock 
of what was formerly the English 
Coach Horse and also of strong hunt- 
ers and road horses. They are not 
loaded with legs and two great ends, 
but have well-formed carcases, and 
strong, sinewy, light legs, which lat- 
ter property they probably obtain 
from a small degree of kindred to the 
racehorse. They are not only strong, 
but also remarkably active, good 
travellers, and bear a long continu- 
ance of exertion and fatigue, fre- 
quently going sixty or seventy miles 
to and from coals or lime, in 24 
hours, and very often without ever 
being taken out of the carriage, and 
this three times, and very often four 
times a week; when they go only 
three times, they work three half- 
The weight 
drawn by these horses I obtained at 


days at home besides. 


the collieries, by the number of cor- 
ves (a corve is roughly 3% ewts— 
J. F. B.) carried by each description 
of carriage: A single horse cart car- 
ries 6 corves; two-horse ditto, 9 cor- 
ves; three-horse 12 corves; four- 
horse 18 or 19. The bad roads upon 
which these weights are drawn are 
not upon a level, but have several 
banks on them. In other parts of the 
county there is also a mixed breed, 
obtained by crosses with the Cleve- 
land Bays, and by blacks and blood 
horses; but from the general pur- 
poses of farming none are equal to 
the original stock of Cleveland Bays; 
and those persons who are in posses- 
sion of the pure breed, when they are 
selling them, by way of recommenda- 
tion never fail to assert that they 
have neither black nor blood in 
them.”’ 

Gordon Richards had a gala day at 
Thirsk. One of his winners was The 
Pale (a bay gelding by Flying Phoe- 
nix) which is the first horse Mrs. E. 
H. Gasking has owned and she has 
had the proverbial beginner's luck. 
She paid 1200 guineas for The Pale 
just before the outbreak of war, after 
he had won the Rous Selling at York 
Mrs. Gasking is the wife of a Harro- 
gate doctor, and is intimately and 
actively connected with a pea-can- 
ning firm to which she gives a lot of 
her time Having decided to go in 
for racing, Mr. T. Hall, the Tadcaster 
trainer, wisely advised her to buy a 
good ‘un, rather than a cheap horse, 
which latter would be a certain ex- 
pense and a probable disappointment. 
He selected The Pale for her and al- 
ready the owner has almost recover- 
ed the purchase money Moreover, 
The Pale may go on to greater things; 
he is three years old only and Gordon 
Richards told me he was very, very 
much impressed by the way the 
sprinter jumped off and finished, and 
by the strong, resolute manner in 
which he ran his race to beat the 
much fancied Ghar Ullin in the 5 
furlong Handicap Plate at Thirsk. 
This was worth £300 

The champion jockey won another 
5 furlong Plate on Gollywog, f. 
owned by Mr. J. B. Joel and trained 
by C. Peck. I have repeatedly notic- 
ed that Peck brings his horses to a 
racecourse ‘bang cn their toes’, 
which reminds one of the late John 
Osborne’s theory that ‘‘when he gal- 
loped horses he liked to gallop them 
for brass.”’ Osborne's argument was 
that it was no use taking so much 
out of them at home that they were 
dull and jady on the race track, 
Gollywog, was no exception to the 
‘freshness’ customary with Peck’s 
horses, and on the way to the post 
she fly-jumped once or twice, get- 
ting rid of her jockey and galloping 
without him to the post. A_ well- 
known Turfite and Master of Hounds 
remarked “I shouldn't think much of 
the horsemanship of one of my Hunt 
servants who came off if a horse did 


no more than that.” To this a mem- 
ber of the Jockey Club replied: ‘“‘But 
very few jockeys are horsemen! They 
may be good jockeys but you can’t 
call them horsemen. A horseman is 
one who can ride and make a green 
horse, using legs, hands and a 
double-bridle. Jockey’s can’t use 
their legs because they ride so short, 
and few of them have hands because 
they hang on by their reins, and al- 
ways ride with snaffle bridles.’ There 
is a lot of truth in this. 

Shortly afterwards a trainer said 
to this same member of the Jockey 
Club, “I wonder if we all coddle 
blood horses too much. At some re- 
cent meetings we've been able to use 
only part of the stabling; some 
horses have had to stand in wet 
clothes in open sheds and be taken 
after their races straight to the sta- 
tion to stand in railway boxes to cool 
off. But I haven‘t yet heard of a 
case of coughing. It may be that 
the rough and ready conditions of 
war-time racing will in future make 
us coddle race horses less than we 
have done and look upon them as be- 
ing less delicate creatures than here- 


tofore.’”’” The reply was: ‘My experi- 
ence is it is head lads, rather than 
owners and trainers who insist on 
treating bloodstock as hothouse 
weaklings upon which the wind must 
not blow. ™m sure that they are 
wrong.”

On Monday, November 25 hounds 
met at the kennels at 10 A. M. The 
day was clear and the ground damp, 
in fact everything seemed in favor 
of a good day’s sport. Hounds were 
thrown into the club woods’ and 
found a few minutes later. They 
went away fast leading us in a circle 
near the club. The scent was extre- 
mely good and at times a little too 
strong when hounds over-ran the 
line in their eagerness to go on.

They had stuck 
to this fox for an hour and a quarter 
with very little checking. It becomes 
hard to show preference between the 
dogs and bitches now, for the dog 
pack really proved their ability to- 
day in voice, speed, and eagerness.

Monday the 25th hounds met at 
the County Farm at Lima at nine 
o’clock. It was clear and cool after 
the rain of the night before. The very 
day to encourage foxes to go bask- 
ing in the sun.

Tuesday, hounds met at the ken- 
nels at one-thirty——was another such 
day. Foxes, with animal prescience 
foreknowing the sleet and rain that 
was to begin beating down around 
four o’clock evidently would not a- 
venturing go through 
across meadows. Wiser far than hu- 
mans who came in wet and cold to 


woods and 


the bone. 


But Thursday, Pennsylvania 
Thanksgiving Day, was indeed a day 
of a different color. A large field of 
sixty or more started gaily out from 
Tanguy at ten-thirty. The sun shone 
and a wind blew in from the west. 
A good many wiseacres shook their 
heads and reminded the more hope- 
ful that foxes don’t like to run in 
the wind. Be that as it may, hounds 
promptly uncovered a fox in Jack- 
Jacks, first cousin, doubtless, to the 
fox in Manley’s Swamp, for he led 
across the West Chester Pike at a 
merry clip straight into Radnor 
country and incidentally straight in- 
to the wind.

ing hounds. Not until hounds led 
back across the Pike near Williston 
did I know where I was. Here on a 
check in the meadow, hounds failed 
to pick up the line. Evidently the 
fox had doubled back into Radnor 
territory. Mr. Kerr decided, there- 
fore, instead of impinging on foreign 
soil, to draw on towards Gradyville 
Our gargoyle was in _ benevolent 
Thanksgiving mood! For in Mendon- 
hall woods hounds gave tongue— 
true music!—and led through the 
woods into Mr. Simmons’ thence 
into Mr. Hare’s and on across Lew 
Morrow’s into Mr. Jeffords’ at the 
Green Farm. The same good fox, 
we thought, of last week’s run. But 
he was better than we knew! On he 
led through Pickering to Hunting 
Hill. Here, however, he turned back- 
and led to Mr. Jeffords’ Edgemont 
Pines. Here he turned again, doubl- 
ing back through Chestnut Sprouts 
to Hunting Hill. On a check in the 
meadow across the creek it looked 
for a bit as if hounds had lost. But 
after casting about they picked up 
the line on the hill. And now they 
were close on their quarry—no more 
checks!-for they flew as they chorus- 
ed joyfully across the Gradyville

Saturday November 16 

The meet was at St. Leonards Gate. 
The outlook was for a very poor 
hunting day-wind high going deep.

Hounds gave tongue a little but 
nothing happened. Then a fox was

Hounds were lifted and drew to 
the Grove and on to Woodbourne and 
the Smith Jones Farm. Even the 
Cliffs were blank, but the wind had 
lessened. Hounds drew on, when tally 
ho! For a few minutes it looked as 
though he would cross the Old Rap- 
pahannock river—but he changed 
his mind, going down to the edge of 
the river and running toward Can- 
terbury—a rarely beautiful sight. 

The circling along the edge of 
Canterbury was lovely, Then they 
went up through the woods by the 
entrance to the Smith-Jones Farm, 
making a point of about 2 miles, be- 
fore turning to run due north, com- 
ing up the cliff. On they ran, through 
Hart’s, along the river, crossed into 
Armstrong’s, the whole pack in full 


ery! Luckily the field could cross on 
the Lee Highway bridge as the river 
was very high. 

This old red really settled down 
to running, crossing Armstrong’s, 
the Settle woods, and The Water- 
loo-Jefferson road, making a circle 
in the pines before bearing towards 
the Lee Highway to cross again, and 
back towards the river. He then turn- 
ed up the river for about 3 miles, 
through broom-sedge, pines, creeks, 
banks and rough going. That fox cer- 
tainly knew his country, to say noth- 
ing of the river. He got his brush 
wet for the second time, as he swam 
and left the field behind, though 
carrying hounds with him. There 
was not a bridge or ford for 6 miles. 
The field stopped on the brow of a 
hill and watched the pack disappear 
into the Blue Ridge Mountains. 

The music growing fainter and 
fainter was heart-breaking, though 
hounds presented a beautiful sight. 
He had given us a 10 mile point from 
the time he had turned north. We 
had had every kind of going, lovely 
open fields, old sod, then deep ones, 
hills and woods. Quite a number of 
stonewalls, chicken-coops and rails 
had to be jumped. Then as we got 
further and further north the fences 
changed to pine and cedar bars piled 
on top of each other and a few of the 
old fashioned worm fences. 

When the field pulled up, one 
young man had a completely bare- 
footed horse; any number had one 
shoe off, to say nothing of two. The 
huntsman called the pack off after 
sundown. Hounds had made a circle 
beyond Orlean and were still run- 
ning when called in on the Doeller 
Farm. 

Among those to the last were Mr.

Bearns-es; Mrs. Winmill, Mrs. Gre- 
gory Mc Intosh; Mrs. Howard Hanna, 
the latter two of Chagrin Valley 
Hunt, near Cleveland; the Raymond 
Me Graths; Misses Lucie Duer, Vir- 
ginia Brown, Winnie Brown and 
Mildred Gaines and Francis Greene 
and Puller Hughes.

Friday, November 29 

Hounds met at Rose Hill this Fri- 
day, the last meeting of November 
and the last time the hour of 10 A.- 
M. is to be set this season. Sixty- 
seven were counted over the blue- 
grass sod field to the south as 
weather conditions seemed apparent- 
ly perfect for scent. 

In short order scenting conditions 
were to prove impossible. Hounds 
bolted a fox on the Slater cattle land 
and he made quickly for the pike and 
lost his pursuers with ease. Hounds 
had their heads up, giving it up, in 
a wheat-field, and this was the end 
ot a 1 1-2 fieid run. It seems there 
was surface moisture, from the frost 
coming out of the damp ground and 
mud-adhering to the fox’s feet en- 
abled him to move at will without 
fear of hounds. 

Dr. Randolph, M. F. H., continued 
on, drawing towards his “Grafton” 
farm. There a number of foxes make 
their home, though none have yet 
seen fit to make a straight-away 
dash out of their home acres. One, 
two, then three foxes were put to 
running. Each in turn, on hitting 
the “Grafton’’ boundary fences would 
carrom back, as a billard ball does 
on the banks. Several gallops ensued 
following hounds around ‘Grafton’”’ 
woods until finally a larger circle 
followed, with followers enjoying a 
few of the “Rokeby” farm Piedmont 
point-to-point fences enroute. 

A fresh fox was sent away to the 
west. He had scarcely a field lead on 
hounds yet his trail seemed a cold 
one, Hounds worked it in bursts, up 
through Robin S. Clark’s thorough- 
bred nursery, across the sand-clay 
road and west as far as the old 
Wheat place. Followers would trot 
a field, gallop a piece, then walk a 
while. It was sticky hunting. 

Hounds then carried back through 
the Clark thoroughbred paddocks 
when word came that the fox had 
turned back. The trail was impossibly 
cold at this juncture and when they 
hit a wheat field it was all over. 
Hounds then worked about the back 
of the Grayson ‘“‘Blue Ridge” stud 
and continued on to draw all the 
way around “Rokeby” Farm to wind 
up down by Goose Creek near Milan 
Mill, thence to call it a day by the 
new house the Paul Mellons are build- 
ing. 


Tuesday, December 3rd 


With the thermometer slithering 
down to the twenties many were 
too chilled with the thought of hunt- 
ing to go out with Piedmont Hounds 
this day, with the meet at The 
Maples. High noon was the hour, and 
so they will meet all the month. 
Scent was again catchy; hounds ran 
more than one fox by sight; went 
to their noses to carry him a field 
or more and then would loose it. 

The frozen going which looked 
ominious to many did not prove to 
be so bad by meeting time. Hounds 
were especially prompt in getting a 
fox underway but were never able 
to straighten him away, to get him 
out of his circles. Much of the day 
was spent on Fletcher land, and then 
hounds carried down through the old 
polo field bottom and near Sabins. 
Hounds were out for 3 hours.

The description of the following 
run, written by Mr. Summer, is tak- 
en from our log of November 19, 
1940: 

“Hounds were cast over Huen’s 
rock den and promptly picked up a 
strong running fox. He was well 
found and hounds settled quickly on 
the line. There was a good holding 
scent. He ran past Harvey Norman’s, 
across Baird’s bottom and into tim- 
ber on the far side where he turned 
right-handed in and through Shuey’s 
woods and beyond into the open 
where he pointed east again and into 
Ida Norman’s woods where hounds 
checked momentarily. Out of her 
woods they came with Skillful, Game- 
boy, Sensible and Dingey in front, 
hounds well packed, and pointed for 
Yelp Town Road and up into Thomp- 
son’s cover turning left handed back 
of Ed Tanner’s cabin and then drop- 
ping quickly down into Vandenbark’s 
bottom. Up to this time it was 
steady galloping. Here Charlie turn- 
ed back to the Yelp Town Road and 
ran 200 yards west down the road. 
Hounds checked but Daisy (by Mr. 
Stewart’s Wizard ex his Diehard) 
picked it out of the dust of the road 
and ran with it. Huntsman Lever- 
ton had hounds on both sides of the 
road, put them on to Daisy and thus 
no time was lost when the line left 
the road right handed into Ayres. 
This was excellent hound work as 
well as handling. On the 
through Ayres hounds fairly flew 
west across new wheat, over Deiser’s 
rock den, Pleasant Valley 
Road and onto Weiser’s ridge where 
Charlie deliberately turned back left 
handed for a quarter mile to run 
through two flocks of sheep. The 
foil was strong and for the first time 
the line was lost. Hounds worked 
hard, cast and drove on through and 
picked it up, turning again to the 
west down over the open galloping 
fields of Chapman's and Mary

Thursday, November 14 

Although this was a rainy, dark 
and dreary day there were six (6) 
valiant hunters in the field and they 
were well repaid for their faithful- 
ness. The hunting was excellent and 
the Master and Huntsman Newell 
showed some excellent work. 

Hounds were thrown into the Cal- 
vin orchards where they found and 
circled through the County Home 
wheat stubble where they turned 
sharply to the left and came down 
through the Hunt Club pastures and 
over the hill toward the Cassidy farm

called them ‘‘covers’’ now they call 
them ‘‘coverts” which is proper, T 
guess. Anyway fust between that 
covert and one that extends to Du- 
laney’s Mill named Millsville, there 


is another stream which crosses the 
pike and comes throngh the old El- 


gin Place which Mack Tabb bought. 
As the huntsman rode out of the 
covert spoken of as extending up 
along Goose Creek to Millsville, the 


fox was spotted laying on a rock on 
the Southeast side of a hill in a field 
which helonged to Mr. Redmon, 
Ernest Redmon’s father. 


The huntsman just cut out across 
the corner of the field and hurried 
by the Millsville Lane and the Pike, 


which is now Highway No. 50 
(Washington to Winchester) back 
to Middleburg. By this time the 


Huntsman’s little filly which he had 
hunted during the match that fall 
before had arrived from his home 
and she had two shoes on in front. 
The snow was in shape. Hounds were 
drawn from the Kennels and up the 
pike we went. Some hounds were 
coupled as they had been up for sev- 
eral days. We carried them down 
Millsville Lane and to a gate on the 
right hand side going to the Mill. 
Through the gate we dropped the 
couples and rode over the hill and 
jumped the fox practically in a sight 
race. This was the same fox that had 
been tracked up that morning out of 
Mr. Redmon’s field. 


He went in to Mr. Dudley’s and 
through the covert on Mr. Dudley’s, 
a small one that overlooks all that 
part of the county and now the W. 
F. Hitt place which then was a briar 
patch and_ sassafras bush patch 
worth about $10 per acre. Hounds 
swung left from Mr. Dudley’s' on 
high ground and down the creek 
back of Fry’s Cliff at that time be- 
longing to Mr. Ernest Smith and 
where stands today one of the first 
panels that ever was put in a hunt- 
ing country, either in Piedmont, 
Orange County or Warrenton, ex- 
cept for drag hunts.

Hounds with J. R. Townsend M. F. 
H. The next week we hunted two 
days and the Orange County Hounds 
two days. From then on we had 
some real good runs and_ several 
kills through the season. 

The writer is not much at build- 
ing up stories but if the readers of 
The Chronicle would like it, I have 
an article written on the first scar- 
let coat between the Blue Ridge and 
Bull Run Mountains. Of course I 
cannot go beyond that as George 
Washington, I am told, used scar- 
let, but his hunting did not come up 
as far as the Bull Run Mountains 
and Warrenton Hunt used scarlet in 
drags but they did not do much fox- 
hunting before 1900 while Piedmont 
Hunt used to use gray.

*Cottesmore: “Pete Bostwick’s won- 
derful steeplechaser, while something 
of a hero to those who are so de- 
lighted to see this fascinating form 
of sport come back into its own, still 
has what seems to be a long road in 
front of him” . A 38-year-old:
